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Maidenhead, a riverside town of considerable antiquity, 
is a popular resort with frequenters of the Thames. 

The Bridge is a fine seven-arched structure which was 
constructed in 1772 on the site of a more ancient one, 
the origin of which almost dates into obscurity. “Skindles” 
is an old-fashioned and favourite inn, known in former 
days as the “ Orkney Arms.” 
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
